LOS ANGELES (tP)—Governor Ol- 
son said today he may have to call 
a special session of the Legislature 
within the next sixty days if whole- 
sale dismissal from WPA rolls are 
carried out as planned.

“I understand that if pro- 
posed WPA dismissals go through, 
approximately thirty thousand 
workers in California will be thrown 
out of employment. 

“In other words the $35,000,000 re- 
lief budget set up for the current 
fiscal year will be exhausted the 
first quarter if the state has to keep 
30,000 from starving.” 


Some WPA employees in_ the 
county were “on strike” Thursday. 
Five or six were said. to have left 
the fairgrounds project and about 


twelve were said to have left the; 


Marshall Park project, at Coloma. 

At the fairgrounds, the men from 
the SRA camp were not among the 
strikers, who were said to be “all 
local boys.” 

Officials said they understood 
plans had been made for a “strike”

Vegetable Cookery 

Strong vegetables, such as cab- 
bage and turnips, should be cooked 
in a generous amount of water and 
with the cover off. To cook them 
too long will turn them yellow or 
dark. Peas, greens and more deli- 
cately flavored vegetables are cook- 
ed in the smaller amount of water 
and should be cooked uncovered. To 
preserve the color, cook them the 
shortest time necessary. Add salt 
to vegetables when they are cook- 
ing. A bit of vinegar added will 
help to preserve the red color. Do 
not trim off the stem of beets too 
closely before cooking or they will 
bleed and turn pale. 


Popovers 

The secret of making popovers 
pop is to beat the batter well, put 
them into very hot tins and bake 
quickly in a hot oven. Mix a half 
teaspoon of salt into two cups of 
flour. Stir into this, gradually, one 
and three-fourths cups of milk, un- 
til smooth. Then add a teaspoon 
of melted fat and four eggs well 
beaten.

SAN DIEGO, (UP) — Mrs. Rose 
Hartwick Thorpe, author of the 
poem “Curfew Must Not Ring To- 
night” was dead today. She was 89 
years old. 

Death was attributed to heart di- 
sease and came last night at the 
home of her son-in-law, Hartwick 
Barnes, in San Diego. 

When she was but 16 years old 
and a student in high school at 
Litchfield, Michigan, Mrs. Thorpe 
—then Rose Hartwick—wrote on a 
scratchy slate the poem which was 
to bring her world fame. 

It was her first long poem and one 
which she considered so lacking in 
merit that fo rtwo years it was ne- 
glected, recopied in a notebook con- 
taining many other of the young 
poetess’ works and forgotten. 

For two years she kept up a steady 
stream of contributions to a De- 
troit newspaper, then one week when 
she became ill and was unable to 
send anything, her mother discov- 
ered “curfew must not ring tonight” 
and sent it to the paper. 

Immediately it was recopied in 
hundreds of publications and re- 
ceived wide acclaim, but through lack 
of copyright protection, Mrs. Thorpe 
never received direct remuneration 
for the poem. The only income de- 
rived from it came from sale of 
autographed copies.
